Despite a total of 3,986 votes cast — 
representing a turnout of roughly one 
quarter of the estimated 15,000 regis- 
tered voters inthe City of Romulus —this 
year's mayoral contest turned into a 
squeaker. Only 20 votes separated the 
challenger and apparent victor, William 
Oakley (who garnered 1,966 votes), 
from the seemingly defeated incum- 
bent Beverly McAnally (who received a 
total of 1,946 votes). 

But Oakley will not be sworn into 
office on Monday, despite the vote to- 
tals reported by the City Clerk's office, 
because McAnally has filed an official 
request for a recount. Since such a

procedure must be conducted by the 
County Elections Office, it may be as 
late as early to mid December before 
the City learns the results. } 

According to law, a recount can 
only be requested for two reasons: sus- 
pected fraud or error on the part of the 
City Clerk's office and/or the election 
workers. 

The first $180 ($10 per precinct) of 
the cost for the recount will be borne by 
McAnally; the remainder — which could 
amount to up to $2,000 — will be shoul- 
dered by Romulus taxpayers. 

The deadline for filing a recount 
request is six days from the determina-

Hundreds Pay Tribute to 
Late Senator Bill Faust

In an emotional ceremony held in 
Lansing on Wednesday, October 25, 
hundreds of friends and many State 
elected officials joined the family of the 
late State Senator William Faustto honor 
his memory. 

Featured during the tribute, which 
was held at the new State Library/Mu- 
seum complex, was the unveiling of a 
bust of the late Senator, which will stand 
in the atrium of the building near the 
government area. The bust's placement 
is particularly appropriate because it 
was Faust who initiated efforts to estab- 
lish the structure and guided efforts to 
put the Library/Museum complex under 
Legislative control. Funds for the bust 
were donated by the friends of Senator 
Faust. 

Officiating at the ceremony in 
Faust's memory was Senator Jackie 
Vaughn Ill of Detroit; also speaking a 
few words were Senators Harry Gast, 
Art Miller, and John Cherry, as well as 
House Speaker Paul Hillegonds. 

Over the course of his illustrious 
career, improving our state's library fa- 
cilities was one of the causes most dear 
to Senator Faust's heart. It is because 
of his well-known interest in such facili-

ties, and his belief in the pleasure and 
benefits that they bring to our citizens, 
that the City of Westland plans to name 
its new library in Faust's honor when it 
is completed. 

Senator Faust retired from office on 
December 31, 1994, and passed away 
less than a month later—on January 21, 
1995 — due to complications following 
heart surgery. O

Wadsworth (2,185), William Crova 
(2,064), incumbent Michael Prybyla 
(1,975), Deborah Romak (1,948), Mary 
Collins (1,748), and incumbent Jimmie 
Raspberry (1,566). 

Narrowly defeated in his bid for re- 
election was incumbent City Council- 
man Ellis Pennington, who placed eighth 
with 1,498 votes. (As "the little paper" 
went to press, it was rumored that 
Pennington may also plan to file an 
official request for a recount.) He was 
followed by candidates Brooker Ed- 
wards (1,438), Gwendolyn Sibert 
(1,226), John Ryznar (1,018), Stanley

(713), and Tony Heimberger (539), as 
well as write-in candidate Robert 
McLachlan (271).

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State Motorists Pay "Deerly™ 
for Car/Deer Crashes 


The good news for deer hunters is 
that the State's whitetail population is 
near a record level. 

And the bad news? 

Vehicle-based crashes are on the 
rise as herds increase. 

The State's herd — estimated at 
between 1.8 million and two million — 
probably hasn'tbeen this big since 1989, 
when hunters enjoyed a record harvest 
of 452,490. 

While hunting promises to be 
golden, AAA Michigan says that vehi- 
cle-deer crashes remain a big-bucks 
expense (pun intended) in the State, 
with the Auto Club paying out $10.4 mil- 
lion in property-damage claims in 1994. 

Numbers tell the story: 

e Arecordnumber of accidents involv- 
ing vehicles and deer occurred last 
year, with every county showing an 
increase. : 

° in 1994, there were 56,666 vehicle/ 

- deer crashes in Michigan, a 19% 
hike over the 47,813 in 1993. 

e Five people died insuch accidents in 
1994, the same as a year earlier. 

e There were 2,040 injuries reported 
in 1994, up from 1,712 the previous 
year (a 19% increase). 

e The average repair bill for a vehicle 
‘nvolved in a crash with a deer was 
$1,400 last year, up from $1,350 in 
1993. 

e Of the 398,050 total car crashes in 
the State last year, 56,666 (or 14%) 
involved deer. 

While vehicle/deer crashes are re- 
ported in each of Michigan's 83 coun- 
ties andoccur throughout the year, most 
happen during the fall and early winter 
months, says AAA Michigan Commu- 
nity Safety Services Manager Jerry 
Basch. Breeding and feeding practices 
find deer on the move during these 
months. 

"The addition of close to 800,000 
firearm-using deer-hunters inthe woods 
between November 15 and 30 adds to 
normal traffic volumes," Basch added. 

Last year, the top five counties in 
the number of vehicle/deer crashes re- 
ported were Kent (1,805), Jackson 
(1,695), Calhoun (1,553), Kalamazoo 
(1,336), and Oakland (1,297). 

The fewest number were recorded 
in the Upper Peninsula counties of Ke- 
weenaw (35), Luce (156), and Gogebic 
(198), and in the eastern Lower Penin- 
sula counties of Bay (196) and Mont- 
morency (227). These figures can be 
misleading, however, because of low 
traffic volume in each of these counties. 

There is no reasonable way to elimi- 
nate all vehicle/deer crashes because 
of the unpredictability of the animal, but 
Basch advises motoriststo always wear 
Safety belts, avoid alcohol when driv- 
ing, and heed the following tips.

While cor/deer crashes 
were reported in all 83 Michigan counties In 1994, Kent County report- 
ed the highest number with 1,805; Keweenaw County, the fewest at 35. 





¢ Deliberately look for deer. Your vi- 
sual search should include well down 
the roadway and far off to each side. 

¢ Vehicle/deer crashes most often 
occur on paved local and country 
roads, but freeways are not exempt. 

e Use extra caution when driving dur- 
ing the hours before dawn and just 
after dusk. Those are the most likely 
times to find deer moving from area 
to area. 

e If you see a deer, slow down, drive 
Cautiously, and assume that others 
are nearby. 

e Should a deer dart into the road in 
front of you, do not take unsafe eva- 
sive action such as swerving. It is 
usually safer to strike the deer than 
another object, such as a tree or 
other vehicle. 

¢ Be alert for shining eyes at night. 
Your headlights can "freeze" the deer. 
Flash your headlights on and off well 
in advance to encourage the deer to 
move from the roadway. 

e Should you strike a deer, report it to 
local or county police and your insur- 
ance company. If you choose to keep 
the deer, you will need a permit from 
the police department or the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources. 

Safety, costs, andthe growing num- 
ber of vehicle/deer crashes have 
prompted the Michigan Department of 
Transportation to contract White Water 
Associates, Inc., to conduct a vehicle/ 
deer collision study. The Upper Penin- 
Sula environmental laboratory will de- 
velop a study designed to investigate 
alternate methods to reduce vehicle/ 
deer crashes. 

"AAA Michigan praises this effort 
and will be working with researchers 
toward this goal," Basch said. 0

"The day before Thanksgiving is 
the busiest day of the year at Wayne 
County's Detroit Metropolitan Airport, 
follwed closely by the Sunday after the 
Thanksgiving Holiday," said McNamara. 
"We want to make sure that DITW's 
passengers are prepared for the holi- 
day rush, especially now that the Fed- 
eral Aviation Administration has in- 
creased security at all U.S. airports." 
Travel Tips 
> Domestic passengers traveling 
Wednesday, November 22, and Sun- 
day, November 26, should plan on 
arriving at DTW at least one and 
one-half hours before the scheduled 
departure of their flight. International 
passengers should allow themselves 
at least two and one-half hours. 

¢ Curbside check-in is still allowed in 
front of the terminals. 
lf you are picking up a friend or 
relative, plan on parking inone ofthe 
short-term lots. Motorists will not be 
allowed to wait at curbside. Unat- 
tended vehicles may be ticketed and 
towed. 
Mark your bags with a name tag on 
the inside as well as the outside of 
your bags. 

- Passengers 18 years of age and 
older should be prepared to present 

a photo ID (driver's license or pass- 

port) at the ticket counters. If a pas- 

senger does not have a photo ID, 

two other pieces of ID—one of which 
must be government-issued, such 


as a voter's registration card, birth 
certificate, Social Security card, or 
employee ID — will suffice. 

« Do not leave luggage unattended. 

¢« Be prepared to answer questions 
about luggage. 

¢« Packcameras, jewelry, medications, 
money, passports, and other valu- 
ables in carry-on luggage. 

« Otherthan essentials and valuables, 
try to keep carry-on luggage to a 
minimum. Holiday flights tend to be 
completely full and carry-on space 
inside most aircraft is at a premium. 

° For quick identification of luggage, 
tie a bright colored ribbon on the 
handle of your bags. 

e Remove hooks, straps, and remov- 
able wheels before checking lug- 
gage to avoid damage to your bag. 

¢ All carry-on luggage is subject to 
inspection atthe security checkpoint. 
Gift-wrapped packages may need 
to be opened. Plan on wrapping 
your gifts when you arrive at your 
destination.
